afternoon, but it failed.

Secretary of State Declares His Iiitent 


to Resign Unless Canal Work it 
Indorsed—Opposes Any Changes 
Sentiment in the Senate is Against 
the Present Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—It was 


announced almost openly in the senate 
today that Secretary Hay's place in 
the cabinet is dependent upon the ac- 
tion upon the canal treaty. 
Most of 


the senators say Secretary Hay has 
positively declared his intention to' re- 
sign unless the treaty is ratified, prac- 
tically as sent to the senate. He takes 
the ground, they say, that failure to 
ratify the treaty amounts to a vote of 
want of confidence in him. 


From feelings of genuine personal 


friendship to the secretary and -to save 
him any possible humiliation, many of 
the republican senators are willing to 
vote for the treaty as it stands. At the 
same time it is generally understood 
that the senate will pass either the 
Davis amendment or something like 
it, and posibly others beside. 


Will Vote Next Thursday. 


The power of the administration has 


been exercised in a reasonable, but 
forcible manner, in behalf' of 
the 


treaty, and yet the senate has stub- 
bornly presisted in representing the 
People in this matter. 
It was decided 


today in the executive session to take 
a vote on the Davis amendment next 
Thursday.. 


There is a great deal of suppressed 


excitement in the senate over this 
vote because of the belief that if the 
treaty Is amended to any great ex-^ 
tent that Secretary Hay really will 
resign, and no one cares .to force such 
a situation upon the' administration 


Aside from the Pauncefote treaty 


and the Alaskan .boundary' question ' 
the diplomacy of the secretary of state 
has. generally received commendation 
The prediction is generally made how- 
ever, that the treaty will be seriously 
amended at the executive session next 
Thursday, even with the resignation of 
the secretary of state as a -possible 
consequence.

ON GREAT LAKES 


Most Notable Disasters of the Past 


Year—The Tail End of the 


Galveston Storm. 


Chicago, '111., December 8.—But one 


storm, which will have a place in the 
memories o£ lake faring men swept 
the great lakes in the season just clos- 
ed. 
It was the one technically known 


at the Weather bureau as the tail end 
of the Galveston storm. 
Neverthe- 


less, the list of dead for navigating the 
Great Lakes during the season is 
longer than in any previous year of the 
decade.

In all 110 people'were lost 
In 1899 


the dead numbered an «ven 100. 
Jn 


1898 they numbered ninety-five and in 
1897 
sixty-eight were. drowned. 
In 


1896 the number of casualties were 
sixty-six. 


Twenty-five Lost 
Overboard. 


The. single .item of lost .overboard 


accounted for twenty-five unfortunates 
who were swept off one by one into' 
seas in the open lakes and ..were 
drowned In harbors. 
The .shlp;s;tSa£ 


foundered carried 
thirty-five people 


with them. 
•The death of nine was due directly. 
:p collision, the victims . being either 
killed or unable to escape before their 
craft sank. 
Lake Huron 
were killed by accidents with machin- 
ery and five died as the results of ex- 
plosions.

Eight received fatal injuries by fall- 


ng Into holds, three were killed by 
ightning, three committed suicide and 
one met death by falling from aloft. 


Compared with the preceding year 


35 were lost by ships that foundered, 
as against 51 in 1899, but 60 were lost 
overboard, as compared with 32 in 
1899. 
. The number of deaths from 


falling into open hatches has steadily 
decreased from year to year showing 
greater care on shipboard in that re- 
gard.

WHITE MEN LYNCH 


NEGRO IN VIRGINIA 


DAN LONG SWUNG TO A TREE 


BY A FURIOUS HOB. 


Had Attacked a White Woman—Mob 


of Three Hundred Men Take tb« 
Negro from a Constable and Make 
Short Work of Him—His Partner 
Was Discharged. 


Richmond, Va., Dec.~8.—At an early 


hour this morning, while the world 
wag asleep, a band of 300 determined 
men in the eastern end 
of Wythe 


county lynched Dan Long, a negro 
charged with an attack upon 
Mr». 


Fisher. Yesterday shortly before noon 
two negroes walked down the 
road 


leading to the town of Ivanhoe. They 
stopped at. the house occupied by Rob- 
ert Fisher and family. One negro re- 
mained in the road, and the other. 
Long, went to the house, some distance 
away. There Long found Mrs. Fish- 
er alone. 
She was badly choked and 


seriously injured. 
The two negroes 


then went on their way, going toward 
Ivanhoe, four miles distant 
New* 


was quickly sent through the neigh- 
borhood, and Constable H. C. Allen of 
Ivanhoe arrested the two men on sus- 
picion and took them back 
to the 


Fisher residence. 
Mrs. Fisher posi- 


tively identified Long, but said she 
had not seen the other negro. 


Constable Allen started ' back 
to 


Ivanhoe with his prisoners at about 
2 a. m., choosing.the dead of night be- 
cause rumors of lynching were in the 
air. 
All precautions were futile, how- 


ever, for a little over, a mile from the 
scene of the crime, while passing a 
clump of woods, a mob of 300 men in- 
tercepted the officer and his prisoners. 
Ropes were quickly thrown around the 
necks of the two negroes, but Con- 
stable Allen in some way succeeded in. 
escaping w1. one. Long was quickly 
swung to a tree and the lynchers.dis- 
persed. The other man, whose name 
was Hale, was examlned-by a justice 
01Llhe P^"'?e-an.d*dlscharged.

What the .Promoters Offer to Do and 


Where The; Expect to Locate an 
E*tablishment in This City—The 
Wd-Winter 
Fair 
Committee 
is 


Placed in Charge. 


A. E. Bingham acted as- chairman of 


the meeting and .submitted the prop- 
osition to the gentlemen which was as 
follows: 
That the citizens of Janes- 


ville give them a bonus of $5,000, and 
A site for a factory consisting of three 
and a half -acres, the selection of which 
Is to lie left to; the owners of ths plant. 


'Plant to Cost $45,000. 


They propose to come to this^ity 


ana erect a plant costing from $40,- 
000 to $50,000. 
The building will con- 


sist of a main structure 50x200 feet, 
two stories high and a basement, with 
a wing attached about 100x150 feet, 
two stories nigh. 
Besides these there 


win "be an engine and boiler house, re- 
tort rooms, pea husking and pickle 


' tank rooms, besides tne necessary 


•warehouses and sheds. 
The cost of 


the buildings will be from $17,000 to 
$20,000, while the machinery will cost 
an added sum of from $22,000 to $25,- 
000. 
?' 


They also require that contracts 


shall be made with the farmers with- 
in a radius of six or seven miles of 
the city to raise and deliver to them 
about 2,000 -acres of- produce divided 
as follows: 
1,000 acres of corn, 400 


acres of peas, 200 acres of. cabbage 
and 400 acres of cuctrmDerg. 


Cannig Season Lasts Six Months. 
The canning season lasts for about 


six months, and during that time the 
factory will run practically day and 
nignt and will employ from one hun- 
dred to two hundred and fifty hands. 


The gentlemen promoting the enter- 


prise are practical 'busines men and 
are already operating tnree 
other 


plants at different points in the state. 
Cashier Bingham has thorougly inves- 
tigated tne standing of the gentlemen 
and has received the highest kind of 
recommendation for them. They come 
to Janesville with a business proposi-

Janesville will furnish the site and the 
bonus they will put up the plant and 
•have it in operation by the time that 
the garden truck is ready for delivery 
to them. 
They wish an Immediate answer for 
the reaspn; that: ;aL large- part"::crf:'.%He 
machinery 'used, irir'ttie • 'factory, 'is .of 
a special m'ak^and :it is 'doubtful un- 
less they get : an immediate answer 
whether the machinery can be turn- 
out in time for them to commence up- 
on the next . season's :work.. 


It-is. also very essential that they 


get contracts for" the raising of the 
produce by the farmers, as they do not 
care to put up a plant and then find 
that they, cannot secure, enough truck 
to keep them running more than half 
of the time. 


. Plenty of Acreage. 


A number of gentlemen well ac- 


quainted with the surrounding country 
were caled upon for statements and 
all were of the opinion that the nec- 
esary amount of acreage could be se- 
cured without much trouble. 
In other 


parts of the state'the farmer receives 
an average of $200 per acre for cucum- 
I>er6, peas, $40; corn $25 to $40, cab- 
bage, $80. .At these prices it .is claim- 
ed that the farmers can make a neat 
profit from off the productions. 


The benefits accruing to' the city 


from the factory are many. 
A large 


amount of money will be distributed 
among the employes of the company 
and the farmers raising the truck for 
the factory will have-to come to town 
at least.three times; a- week to deliver 
it and will always spend more or 
less money. 
The factory will also re- 


quire numberless things 
many of 


which will be purchased from the 
merchants of the city and in a thou- 
sand ways, directly or indirectly, the 
city will be benefiitted. 


The promoters of the enterprise 


• . stated that their reasons for not se- 


lecting a site at once were that they 
must have; a,place centrally : located, 
with good sewerage on the line of both 
railroads .with city water and elec- 
tric lights'and facilities for. carrying 
their help', back and forth from their 
homes of the factory. 
That they had 


been offered two sites free of charge 
would cut no figure 'with them unless 
they filled, the requlrmenta. 


Need Good Sewerage.

the people would have to hold their 
noses when they passed the

and would want to drive them out of 
town. . They did not propose to be 
caught in any such a trap on account 
of a thousand dollars difference in the 


best things that has been offered to 
the city in a long time. 
A factory 


that will employ from 100 to 250 han-Js 
for six months in the year and a num- 
ber the year round is certainly an in- 
stitution that any city should make 
every effort to get within its limits. 
The citizens of Janesville are not back- 
ward in recognizing a good thing an;l 
should not let this get away. 


The Committee at Work. 


A committe composed of J. M. Bost- 


wick, George G, Sutherland, M. G. Jet- 
fris and Calvin C. MacLean started 
out this morning to see what could be 
done towards raising the bonus asked 
by the canning company for locating 
in this city. ' These gentlemen are not 
members of the Mid-Winter Fair com- 
-mittee but have the interests of the 
city at heart and are recognized as 
men who are always in the front rank 
of those who are willing to give for 
the best interests of the city.

There -are no remarks, and the 
book is a solid mass of figures, show- 
ing not only the disbursements made 
fcy Rathbone, but giving the items dis-
